Papal Emissary 
Says Villa 
Free of Nazis 


Washington, Feb. 17 — (if}— 
The 


apostolic delegate to the 
United 


States, the most Rev. Amleto Gio- 
vannia Cicognanl, today stated on 
behalf of the Vatican, 
that 
the 


Papal Villa at 
Castel 
Gandolfo, 


Italy, could not be considered 
a 


military target. 


The delegate issued this state 


ment 


"His eminence, Cardinal 
Mag 


lione, secretary of stale of 
His 


Holiness, Pope Pius XII, has 
in 


structed me to state that the re 
cent report appearing in the pres; 
and credited to the Allied high 
command, lo the effect that 
the 


actual territory of the Papal Villa 
at Castel-Gandolfo is 
'saturated 


with Germans and therefore sub 
ject to bombing,' is not true. 


"His eminence declares that no 


German soldier has been admitted 
within Ihe borders of Ihe neulral 
ponilifical villa and that no Ger- 
man military whatsoever are with- 
in it at present." 


A supplemental stalement by the 


information bureau of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference add- 
ed: 


"In connection with the 
above 


statement, it may be recalled that 
according to 
recenl 
information 


from Vatican City, the holy father 
has opened the Papal Villa, Includ- 
ing hte official apartments, to those 
rendered homeless by the bombings 
of the surrounding area. 


"The number of those lo whom 


asylum was offered at the 
Papal 


Villa 
was 
estimated 
to 
have 


reached 15,000, mostly women and 
children. 


"Recent bombings of Castelgan- 


dolfo resulted in the deaths of sev- 
eral hundreds of these refugees and 
the evacualion of many others. 


"The Vatican radio on Feb. 15 


stated that more than 10,000 refu- 
gees still remained at the Papal 
Villa, adding that it was not yet 
possible for them to go elsewhere. 


Consequently, the broadcast said, 
any warlike action 
against 
the 


Papal Villa hot only would be a 
violation 
of its 
extra-terriloria 


rights, but would imperil thousands 
of defenseless people."

Papal Emissary 
Says Villa 
Free of Nazis 


Washington, Feb. 17 — (if}— 
The 


apostolic delegate to the 
United 


States, the most Rev. Amleto Gio- 
vannia Cicognanl, today stated on 
behalf of the Vatican, 
that 
the 


Papal Villa at 
Castel 
Gandolfo, 


Italy, could not be considered 
a 


military target. 


The delegate issued this state 


ment 


"His eminence, Cardinal 
Mag 


lione, secretary of stale of 
His 


Holiness, Pope Pius XII, has 
in 


structed me to state that the re 
cent report appearing in the pres; 
and credited to the Allied high 
command, lo the effect that 
the 


actual territory of the Papal Villa 
at Castel-Gandolfo is 
'saturated 


with Germans and therefore sub 
ject to bombing,' is not true. 


"His eminence declares that no 


German soldier has been admitted 
within Ihe borders of Ihe neulral 
ponilifical villa and that no Ger- 
man military whatsoever are with- 
in it at present." 


A supplemental stalement by the 


information bureau of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference add- 
ed: 


"In connection with the 
above 


statement, it may be recalled that 
according to 
recenl 
information 


from Vatican City, the holy father 
has opened the Papal Villa, Includ- 
ing hte official apartments, to those 
rendered homeless by the bombings 
of the surrounding area. 


"The number of those lo whom 


asylum was offered at the 
Papal 


Villa 
was 
estimated 
to 
have 


reached 15,000, mostly women and 
children. 


"Recent bombings of Castelgan- 


dolfo resulted in the deaths of sev- 
eral hundreds of these refugees and 
the evacualion of many others. 


"The Vatican radio on Feb. 15 


stated that more than 10,000 refu- 
gees still remained at the Papal 
Villa, adding that it was not yet 
possible for them to go elsewhere. 


Consequently, the broadcast said, 
any warlike action 
against 
the 


Papal Villa hot only would be a 
violation 
of its 
extra-terriloria 


rights, but would imperil thousands 
of defenseless people."

Urges Farmers 
to Raise More 
Hay in 1944 


"More hay in 1944" will be the 


slogan of Hempstead county far- 
mers who found that hay shortage 
was one 
of their biggest 
feed 


problems during the past winter. 
Pluns ure being made now for 
increasing both the hay acreage 
and yield per acre, according lo 
Oliver L. Adams, county agent. 


Lespedezn, the most common hay 


crop in Arkansas, will be planted 
on most farms in the county dur- 
ing February 
and March. Both 


Korean and Kobe Icspedeza are 
recommended for hay, though Kobe 
Will usually outyield Korean and 
also furnish 
grazing for several 


weeks after 
the crop 
is cut for 


hay. Seed .of Kobe, however, is 
much more scarce 
than Korean 


seed, he pointed out. 


Both varieties are planted at 


the rate of 20 lo 25 pounds per 
acre, whether they arc lo be cut 
for hay or set aside for supple- 
mentary grazing. While no seedbed 
preparation is necessary, 
disking 


is 
recommended before 
seeding, 


especially 
if the soil 
is hard or 


covered with weeds. Disking makes 
it possible for the seed to get down 
into the soil and it also prevents 
drifting.

Urges Farmers 
to Raise More 
Hay in 1944 


"More hay in 1944" will be the 


slogan of Hempstead county far- 
mers who found that hay shortage 
was one 
of their biggest 
feed 


problems during the past winter. 
Pluns ure being made now for 
increasing both the hay acreage 
and yield per acre, according lo 
Oliver L. Adams, county agent. 


Lespedezn, the most common hay 


crop in Arkansas, will be planted 
on most farms in the county dur- 
ing February 
and March. Both 


Korean and Kobe Icspedeza are 
recommended for hay, though Kobe 
Will usually outyield Korean and 
also furnish 
grazing for several 


weeks after 
the crop 
is cut for 


hay. Seed .of Kobe, however, is 
much more scarce 
than Korean 


seed, he pointed out. 


Both varieties are planted at 


the rate of 20 lo 25 pounds per 
acre, whether they arc lo be cut 
for hay or set aside for supple- 
mentary grazing. While no seedbed 
preparation is necessary, 
disking 


is 
recommended before 
seeding, 


especially 
if the soil 
is hard or 


covered with weeds. Disking makes 
it possible for the seed to get down 
into the soil and it also prevents 
drifting.
